family. or any male over 18 years of 
age to the extent of one quarter sec- 
tion, of 160 acres, mar: or less.

land to be taken is situate, or, if 
the homesteader desires, he may, on 
plication to the Minister of ‘the 


of Immigration, Winnipeg, or the lec- 
al agent for the distrigt in which 
the land is situate, receive authority 
for some one to make entry for him. 
A fee of $10,00 is charged for a home= 
Stead. entry. , 

HOMESTEAD DUTIES.—A4 settler 
who has been granted an entry for 
a homestead is required by the pre 
visions of the Dominion Lands Act 
and the amendi-ents thereto, to per- 
form the conditions connected there- 
with, under one of the follawing: 
plans: 

(1) At least six nionths’ residence 
upen and cultivation of the land in 
each year during the term of three 
years. 

(2) If the father (or mother, if the 
father is de-eased) or any persan who 
8 ®.1gible to make a homes ead entry 
under the conditions of the Act, re- 
Side upon a farm in the vieinity of 
the land entered for by such person 
4S a homestead, the requirements of 
this Act as to residence prior to ob- 
taming patent, may be satisfied by 
such person residing with the father 
or mother, 

(3) If asettler bas obtained a pat- 
ent for his homestead, ema certifi- 
ente for the issue of such patent, 
countersigned in the manner pres 
cribed by this Act, and has obtained 
entry for a second’ homestead, the 
equirements of this Act as to resi- 
dence prior to obtaining patent may 
be satisfied by residence upon the 
first homestead, if the second home- 
stead is in the vicinity of the first 
homestead, 

(4) If the settler has his perman- 
ent “residence upori farming land 
owned by him in the vicinity of his 
homestead, the requirements of this 
Act as to residence may be satisfied 
by residence upon said land. 

The term “vicinity” used above is 
meant to indicate jhe same township 
or an adjoining or cornering town- 
ship. 

A settler -who avails himself of the 
provisions of Clauses 2, 3, or 4, must 
cultivate 30 acres of his homestead, 
or substitute 2 head of stock, with 
building for their accommodation, 
and Tiave besides 80 acres substan- 
tially fenced. 

The privilege of-a second entry is 
restricted by law to those settlera 
only who completed the duties upon 
their first homesteads to entitle 
them to patent on or before the 2nd 
June, 1889. 

Every homesteader who fails ta 
comply with the requirements of the 
homestead law is liable to have his 
entrs cancelled, and Pe land may be 
again thrown open for entry, 

“arslication for patent should be 
made at the end of three years be- 
fare the local agent, sub-agent, or 
Homestead Inspector. Before making 
application for patent, the settler 
must give six montha’.potice in writ- 
img to the Commissioner of Dominion 
Lands, at Ottawa, of his intention 
to do sa . 

Information.—Newly arrivedd’ tm nii- 
grants will receive at the Immigra- 
tidn Offices, in Winnipeg, or at any 
Dominion Land Office, ih Minitaha 
or the Northwest Territories, infor- 
mation as to the lands that are open 
for ertry, and from the offieers in 
charge, free of expense, advice and 
ssistuince in securing lands to suit 
them.

The presentation of this report led 
the council into a free and easy dis 
cussion of the whol pound proble m. 

Ald; Clark wanted to know whether 
‘the committee had, found parties who 
were prepared to keep the pound at 
ithe ‘prescribed fees. Ald. Boyle «as 
ehairman of the by-law committee 
was father of the new bill and had to 
answer for its imperfections. Le 
said the committee had not soucht 
keepers for the proposed institutions 
but had made the fee 10c. per day 
higher than the Winnipeg fee and this 
should meet the case. 

The mayor was of the opinion that 
‘fines should be provided for and con 
sidered this one of the hardest by- 
jaws to frame and enforce. Ald. 
Boyle was not in favor of enforcing 
by-laws by fines umless necessary as 
hardship might be. worked. uninten- 
tionally thereby. He thought it 
would be -necessary to engage 2 man 
to impound cattle when necessary. 
“Jnéer ordinary circumstances § the 
_police could do the work. 

A™let*er from Mr. Brenton, on the 
subject. was read. He suggested that 
eowners of cows be dicensed@, charged a 
nominal fee and provided with re- 

gistered tags and that the cows be 
nde .d to feed on the strects and va- 
cant Jots. He argue@ that the herd 
arrangement was practicaNy prohib- 
itive on account of expense and was 
severc on milking cows, owing to the 
distance to pasture. There was a dif- 
ferenee between an annual running at 
large and one whose Owner escorte a 
her to the outskifts of the city each 
morning and exercised care that she 
did not do 4imuge or become a nui-
